CONSTITUTION 


We  liie  pe!iple  of  tlio  Uiiited  Slates,  in  order  to  form  n  mnre 
perfect  iiiiioti,  esiablisli  justice,  insure  domestic  tnnonili- 
ty,  provide  ibr  the  comrHon  defence,  promote  the  general 
welt'arc,  and  secure  the  blcssiijgs  of  liberty  to  ourselves 
and  onr  posterity,  do  ordain  and  establish  thisConstitiUion 
lor  the  b'nitcd  States  of  America. 

ARTICLE  I. 

SECTION    I. 

All  legislative   powers   herein   granted  shall   he'^"""-*'''- 
vested  in  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  which 
shall  consist  of  a  Senate  and  House  of  Represen- 
tatives. 

SECTION    ti. 

The  House  of  Representatives  shall  be  compo-j,^  ^p^^,, 
sod  of  members  cliosen  every  second  year  by  tht''""'  ''<'"' 
people  of  the  several  States, and  the  electors  in  each 
State  shall   have  the    qualifications  requisite  for 
electors  of  (he  most  numerous  branch  of  the  State 
Le2;islatiu'e.

office,  or  of  his  death,  resignation  or  inability  to<i">t- 
discharge  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  said  office, 
the  same  shall  devolve  on  the  Vice  President, 
and  the  Congress  may  by  law  provide  for  the  case 
of  removal,  death,  resignation,  or  inability,  both 
of  the  President  and  Vice  President,  declaring  what 
officer  shall  then  act  as  President,  and  such  officer 
sliall  act  accordingly,  until  the  disability  be  re- 
moved, or  a  President  shall  be  elected. 

The  President  shall,  at  stated  times,  receive  forCompensairo-n 
his  services,  a  compensation,  which   shall  neither"  "" 
be  increased  nor  diminished  during  the  period  for 
which  he  shall  have  been  elected,  and  he  shall  not 
receive    within  that  period  any  other  emolument 
from  the  United  States,  or  any  of  them.

L\  CONVENTION. 


MoNnAT,  September  17,  1787. 

Mesolved,  That  the  preceding  Constitution  be  laid  before 
the  United  States  in  Congress  assembled,  and  that  it  is  the 
opinion  of  this  Convention  that  it  should  afterwards  be  sub- 
mitted to  a  convention  of  delegates,  chosen  in  each  State 
by  the  people  thereof,  under  the  recommendation  of  its 
Legislature,  for  their  assent  and  ratification;  and  that  each 
convention,  assenting  to  and  ratifying  the  same,  should  give 
notice  thereof  to  the  United  Slates  in  Congress  assembled. 

Eesolved,  That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  Convention,  that 
ns  soon  as  the  convention!  of  nine  States  shall  have  ratified 
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this  Constitution,  the  United  States  ia  Qpgress  assembled 
should  fix  a  day  on  which  electors  shoula  be  appointed  by 
the  States  which  shall  have  ratified  the  same,  and  a  day  on 
which  electors  should  assemble  to  vote  for  the  President, 
and  the  time  and  place  for  commencing  proceedings  under 
this  Constitution.  That  after  such  publication  the  electors 
should  be  appointed,  and  the  Senators  and  Representatives 
elected;  that  the  electors  should  meet  on  the  day  fixed  for 
the  election  of  the  President,  and  should  transmit  their  votes 
certified,  signed,  sealed  and  directed,  as  the  Constitution 
requires,  to  the  Secretary  of  the  United  Sta.tes  in  Congress 
assembled;  that  the  Senators  and  Representatives  should 
convene  at  the  time  and  place  assigned;  that  the  Senators 
should  appoint  a  President  of  the  Senate,  for  the  sole  pur- 
pose of  receiving,  opening,  and  counting  the  votes  for  Presi- 
dent; and  that,  after  he  shall  be  chosen,  the  Congress,  to- 
gether with  the  President,  should,  without  delay,  proceed 
to  execute  this  Constitution.    "

IN  CONVENTION. 

Septetnb'<5r  17,  1787. 

Sia:  We  have  now  the  honor  to  subn^it  'to  the  considera- 
tion of  the  United  States  in  Congress  asr^embled,  that  Con- 
stitution which  has  appeared  to  us  the  most  advisable. 

The  friends  of  our  country  have  j.ong  seen  and  desired 
that  the  power  of  making  war,  nearje,  and  treaties;  that  of 
levying  money  and  regulatin^^  commerce,  and  the  corres- 
pondent executive  and  judicial  '.authorities,  should  be  fully 
and  effectually  vested  in  the  Oeneral  Government  of  the 
Union:  but  the  impropriety  of  delegating  such  extensive 
trust  to  one  body  of  men  is  evident;  hence  results  the  ne- 
cessity of  a  different  o):gar/ization. 
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It  is  obvioiisly^pHn^practicable  in  the  Federal  Goveni- 
mont  of  these  States,  to  secure  a'!  rights  of  independent 
sovereignty  to  each,  and  yet  provide  for  the  interest  and 
safety  of  all.  Individn&ls  entering  into  society,  must  give 
up  a  share  of  liberty  to  preserve  the  rest.  The  magnitude 
of  the  sacrifice  must  depend  as  well  on  situation  at.d  cir- 
cumstance, as  on  the  ohjnct  to  he  obtained.  It  is  at  all 
times  difficult  to  draw  with  precision  the  line  betw'een  those 
rights  which  must  be  surreiidered.  and  those  which  may  be 
reserved;  and  on  the  present  occasion  this  difficulty  was 
increased  by  a  difference  among  the  several  States,  as  to 
their  situation,  extent,  habits'^  and  particular  interests. 

In  all  our  deliberations  on  this  subject,  we  kept  steadily 
in  our  view  that  which  appears  to  us  the  greatest  interest 
of  every  true  American — the  consolidation  of  our  Union — 
in  which  is  mvolved  our  prosperity,  felicity,  safety,  per- 
bftps  our  naiional  existence.  This  important  consideration, 
seriously  and  deeply  impiesseS  on  nur  Hiiirds,  led  each  State 
in  the  convention  to  be  less  rieid  on  points  of  iiiferior  mag- 
nitude, than  might  have  been  otherwise  exiocipd;  and  thus 
the  Constitntioi!,  which  we  now  present,  is  the  result  of  a 
spirit  of  amity,  and  of  that  mutual  deference  and  concession 
which  the  peculiarity  of  cur  political  situation  rendered  in- 
dispensable. 

That  it  will  meet  the  fnll  and  entire  approbation  of  cx'ery 
State,  is  not,  perhaps,  to  be  expected;  but  each  \vill  doubt- 
less consider,  that,  had  her  interest  been  alone  consulted. 
the  consequences  might  have  been  particularly  disagreeable 
or  injurious  to  others;  that  it  is  liable  to  as  few  exceptions 
as  could  reasonably  have  been  expected,  we  hope  and  be- 
lieve; that  it  may  promnt'-  the  lasting  welfare  of  that  coun- 
try so  dear  to  us  all,  and  secure  her  freedom  and  happiness, 
is  our  most  ardent  wish.

AMENDMENTS. 


ARTICLE  I. 


Congress  shall  make  'no  law  respecting  au  eBtablishmsnt 
of  religion,  or  prohibiting  the  free  exercise  thereof;  or 
abridging  the  freedom  of  speech,  or  of  the  press;  or  the 
right  of  the  people  peaceably  to  assemble,  and  to  petition  the 
government  for  a  redress  of  grievances. 


AKTICLE    IX. 


A  Avell-regulated  militia,  being  necessary  (o  the  security 
of  a  free  slate,  the  ri^iht  of  the  peojle  to  lieep  and  bear 
arms,  shall  net  be  iulnused. 


ARTICLE  III. 


No  soldier  shall  in  time  of  peace  be  qi!.<)rtered  in  any 
house,  without  the  consent  of 'the  ow-ner,  ncr  iu  time 
of  war,  but  in  a  manner  to  be  prescribsd  by  law. 
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ARTICLE  lY, 


The  right  of  the  people  to  be  secure  in  their  persons, 
houses,  papers,  ana  eilects,  agaiast  unreasunabie  searches 
aad  eeiziireei,  shall  not  be  violated,  and  no  warrants  shall 
issue,  but  upon  probable  cause,  supported  by  oath  or  affirm- 
ation, and  particularly  descritJiiig  the  place,  to  be  searched, 
and  the  persons  or  thmgs  to  be  seized. 

ARTICLE  V. 

No  person  shall  be  held  to  answer  for  a  capital,  or  other- 
wise infamous  crime,  unless  on  a  presentment  or  indictment 
of  a  grand  jury,  except  in  cases  arising  in  the  land  or 
naval  lorces,  or  m  the  mihtia,  when  in  actural  service  ii. 
time  of  war  or  public  danger;  uor  shall  any  person  be  sub- 
ject for  the  same  otfence  to  be  twice  put  in  jeapurdy  of  life 
,  or  limb;  nor  shall  be  compelled  m  any  crunujai  case  to  be  a 
witness  against  himself,  nor  be  deprived  of  lile,  liberty,  or 
property,  without  due  process  of  law;  nor  shall  private  prop- 
erty b«  taken  for  public  use,  without  just  compensation. 

AETICLE  V'l. 

In  all  criminal  prosecutions,  the  accused  shall  enjoy  the 
right  to  a  speedy  and  public  trial,  by  an  impartial  jury  of 
the  State  and  district  wherein  the  crime  shall  have  been 
committed,  which  district  shall  have  been  previously  ascer 
tained  by  law,  and  to  be  informed  of  the  nature  and  cause 
of  the  accusation ;  to  be  confronted  with  the  witnessc: 
against  him;  to  have  compulsory  process  for  obtaining  wit 
nesses  in  his  favor,  and  to  have  the  assistance  of  counsel 
for  his  defence. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

In  suits  at  common  law,  where  the  value  in  controversy 
ghall  exceed  twenty  dollars,  the  right  of  trial  by  jury  shall 
be  preserved,  and  no  fact  tried  by  a  jury  shall  be  otherwise 
re-examined  in  any  court  of  the  United  States,  than  accord- 
ing to  the  ntles  of  the  common  law. 
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ARTICLE   Vm. 


Excessive  bail  shall  not  be  required,  nor  excessive  fines 
imposed,  nor  cruel  and  unusual  punishments  inflicted. 

ARTICLK    IX. 

The  enumeration  in  the  Constitution,  of  certain  rights,  shall 
not  be  construed  to  deny  or  disparage  others  retained  by 
the  people. 

ARTICLE    X. 

The  powers  not  delegated  to  the  United  States  by  the 
Constitution,  nor  prehibited  by  it  to  the  States,  arc  reserved 
to  the  States  respectively,  or  to  the  people. 

AnTICLE   XT. 

The  judicial  power  of  the  United  States  shall  not  be 
construed  to  extend  to  aBj'  suit  in  law  or  equity,  commen- 
ced or  prosecuted  against  one  of  the  United  States  by  citi* 
zens  of  another  State,  or  by  citizens  or  subjects  of  any 
foreign  State. 

ARTICLE   XII. 

The  electors  shall  meet  in  their  respective  States,  and 
vote  by  ballot  for  President  and  Vice  President,  one  of  whom, 
at  least,  shall  not  be  an  inhabitant  of  the  same  State  with 
themselves;  they  shall  name  in  their  ballots  the  person  vo- 
ted for  as  President,  and  in  distinct  ballots  the  person  voted 
for  as  Vice  President;  and  they  shall  make  distinct  lists  of  all 
persons  voted  for  as  President,  and  of  all  persons  voted  for 
as  Vice-  President,  and  of  the  number  of  votes  for  each, 
which  lists  they  shall  sign  and  certify,  and  transmit 
sealed  to  the  seat  of  the  government  of  the  United  States, 
directed  to  the  President  of  the  Senate; — the  President  of 
the  Senate  shall,  in  presence  of  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives,  open  all  the  certificates  and  the  votes 
shall'  then  be  counted, — the  person  having  the  greatest 
number  of  votes  for  President,  shall  be  the  President,  if  such 
d  ■ 
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number  be  a  majority  of  the  whole  number  of  electors  ap- 
pointed; and  if  no  person  have  such  majority,  then  from 
the  persons  having  the  highest  numbers  not  exceeding  three 
on  the  list  of  thuse  voted  for  as  President,  the  House  of 
Representatives  shall  choose  immediately,  by  ballot,  the 
President.  But  in  choosing  the  President,  the  votes  shall 
be  taken  by  States,  the  representation  from  each  State  hav- 
ing one  vote;  a  quorum  for  this  purpose  shall  consist  of  a 
member  or  members  from  two-thirds  of  the  States,  and  a 
majority  of  all  the  States  shall  be  necessary  to  a  choice. 
And  if  the  House  of  Representatives  shall  not  choose  a 
President  whenever  the  right  of  choice  shall  devolve  upon 
them,  before  the  fourth  day  of  March  next  following,  then 
the  Vice  President  shall  act  as  President,  as  in  the  case  of 
the  death  or  other  constitutional  disability  of  the  Presi- 
dent. 

The  person  having  the  greatest  number  of  votes  as  Tice 
President,  shall  be  the  Tice  President,  if  such  number  be  a 
majority  of  the  whole  number  of  electors  appointed,  and  if 
no  person  have  a  majority,  then  from  the  two  highest  num- 
bers on  the  list,  the  Senate  shall  choose  the  Vice  President; 
a  quorum  for  the  purpose  shall  consist  of  two-thirds  of  the 
whole  number  of  Senators,  and  a  majority  of  the  whole 
number  shall  be  necessary  to  a  choice. 

But  no  person  constitutionally  ineligible  to  the  office  of 
President  shall  be  eligible  to  that  of  Vice  President  of  the 
United  States.
